TYSOR et ux. v. ADAMS.

Deeds (§ 19*) — Consideration — Support — Breach of Condition. — 

Complainant, an old man, having conveyed his house to defendants, 
on condition that he was to make it his home with them, and be 
there supported and cared for by them during his life, is entitled to 
cancellation of the deed; they having not only treated him harshly 
but moved away, leaving him alone, even if they invited him to go 
with them.

Bills and Notes (§ 318*) — Transfer— Defenses. — Plaintiff, being in- 
debted to a corporation of which he was an officer, executed a de- 
mand note, payable to the order of the corporation, to cover the in- 
debtedness, pursuant to a res ution of the board of directors that 
the note be executed for the amount due the company, with in- 
terest averaged at 6 per cent, with a further understanding that the 
note be subject to a monthly payment as curtail at the pleasure of 
the board of directors. Held that, the note being payable to order, 
it was necessarily transferable, and, the corporation having trans- 
ferred it to defendant, the board lost all control over it, and had no
